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Claim Rejection under 35 t/.S.C 102(a) 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action; 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent, 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Fujisawa et al 
(EP 0888715; 1/7/99). Fujisawa teaches a plant growth regulator comprising jasmonic acid and 
pesticides such as herbicides and solid or liquid carriers. Fujisawa teaches a method of spraying 
the regulator composition onto plant foliage. See abstract, page 5 lines 38-51, page 7 lines 15-18.

In claim 2 "pentyl group" occurs in lines 3 and 5. Please delete one occurrence of "pentyl 

group".
